
OSCEOLA. 

Some time ago we lin< 1 occasion to 
acknowledge tlic kindness of our ncigh- 
l»or, Miss Brown, in sending us a copy 
of tin* lithograph portrait of this 
famous Indian, and \v<* liop<*d then to 
ho ah|c to present our readers with a 
full account of him from her pert, with 
perhaps a ri*dla ed copy of t he port t ait. 
Miss Brown has kindly sent us a man¬ 
uscript sketch of Oxi cola, w hich, how¬ 
ever, is quite licyond the limits of our 
space in length, and some time has 
[ifi&scd’before vvcliave foun I a chance 
to reduce it to an available form. 

It'appears from this account of his 
life that we were somewhat premature 
in our admiration of him, which we 
laiscd upon the portrait only, lie was 
indeed remarkable in his physical de¬ 
velopment , and considered simply ns 
a human animal, he challenged t head¬ 
’s tairat ion of everybody, hut lie lacked 
those qualities which would fairly en¬ 
title him to our classification among 
“Nat ure's noblemen.” He was in fact 
not a pure blooded Indian, his grand- 
lather having been a Scotchman, and 
l.e si owed in his life all the tendency 
ro i nprineiplcd trickery and double 
dealing, both with white nan and In¬ 
dians, which the absence of exclusive 
t ex of blood so often begets in men of 
mixed parent age. 

It seems that t lie tin me Osceola, sig¬ 
nifying “the rising sun.” does not prop¬ 
erly belong to bur Honda celebrity, 
whose true name was Asseola, derived 
lioin a custom of the t rick Indians of 
pfeptying themselves for deliberation 
’—in council by taking an emetic drink 
called “asse,” as a rite ot purification. 
•Ola” means a waterfall or torrent, 
i.ml so the combination, Asseola, sig¬ 
nifies a generous drinker of “asse,” as 
we might expect a man of powerful 
physical organization, young and am¬ 
bitious to attain distinction in the 
councils of his people, t o be. 

lb* seems to have been from liis 
, youth up what m modern parlance we 


call an “agitator.” When quite a hoy 
lx* joined the lawless element of his 
tribe, and by his personal prowess be¬ 
came t he leader of a Small number of 
adventurous depradators known, as 
the Itcdst icks. These were chiefly dis¬ 
tinguished for their hostility to t lie 
white men, and at last made them¬ 
selves so obnoxious that they were 
obliged to leave the Creek count ry anti 
take refuge in South Florida—then al¬ 
most unknown towhiteincn.andolTer- 
itig a safe ret feat from which the In¬ 
dians could defy any retaliation or 
punishment for their lawless acts. 

As l lie set t lenient of t he con 11 1 ry pi o 
grcssvd, and tin* Indians were more 
and more closely pressed by the white 
men, it became necessary t o av oid fur¬ 
ther coullict of interests by removing 
the Indians to a reservation in the 
West, and tlie better disposed leaders 
among them, seeing the "linpcIcsHiiexx 
of continuing their unequal struggle 
with men having the advantages of 
civilization, acquiesced in tin* plans of 
t he gov eminent for the.ir permanent 
settlement in a place where they could 
remain undisturbed in their own way 
of living. A large part of tin- Indians-, 
however, strongly objected to the re¬ 
moval on various grounds, some of 
which were reasonable and-might have 
been removed by the government, 
while others were based only till the 
desire for war, as an excuse for tin* re¬ 
dress of personal grievances and for 
plunder, or merely Jor the excitement 
and sat isfa.ct ion of a low of bloodshed. 

Asseola at Lest, courted the fav or of 
the government agents ami ollicers by 
making himself uxeiiil to them in every 
way he could, and succeeded iiigaiiiing 
their coiilidcnre completely, as well as 
that of the friendly chiefs among his 
own people, hut at the same time lie 
secretly encouraged the ignorant and 
lawless ones in their opposition, and 
finding his inlliiciice and following in¬ 
creasing, he became bolder and bolder, 
and finally entirely'threw oil the mask 
of pretended friendship, and joined 
those who were openly opposed to the 
plans of t he government. He was ar¬ 


rested and imprisoned, lint his wily 
mind soon led him to again feign com¬ 
plete resignation to thcinovitahlc.aud 
to even pretend toanent ire conversion 
to the views.of his more friendly com¬ 
panions. Hts change of heart seemed 
so genuine, and lie seemed so earnest 
in his desire to be useful in the movc- 
..iijent, tfrATSu* was released, and for a 
time seemed again to join heartily in 
aiding the plans of the government, 
Imt as the t iiue for moving approached, 
and the lines were drawn more and 
more sharply between those who pro¬ 
posed I o submit quiet ly and t hose who 
were determined to resist at any cost, 
Asseola again allied himself with the 
lat ter party, and wax conspicuous as 
a leader in the war which followed, 
|asl mg from I H.'t.'i t o He was 

t In* leading xpil it, as well as t lie act mil 
personal leader in tin* killing of the 
government agent and many other 
acts of treachery and violence. He 
was finally capt tired wit h several ot tier 
leaders and sent to ( harlcston, S. 
when* ill the spring, ol lHtts he died 
from inllammut ion of t In* t liroat. 11 is 
t wo wives were sent to'Charleston to 
keep him company in his confinement, 
and had In* not died In* would have 
been sent to join bis people again in 
t be West, doubtless only to become 
again a fomenter ol st rife and t rouble. 
While in captivity lie'was made quite 
a lion of, and bis fame spread l hrougli- 
out t In* count ry, but there can be lit¬ 
tle doubt that tin,* consideration 
• • 

shown him was misplaced, and that 
he was really more deserving of bang¬ 
ing t ban of sent imeiital pity and a4- 
inirAtion. His name lias been largely 
used for towns and bouses, probably 
in general with rather a, vague idea 
that be was a great leader among the 
Florida Indians, but with little real 
knowledge of bis character or deeds; 
for the name of one so conspicuous for 
his bloody work among bis white 
neighbors would hardly be chosen by 
flieir successors and descendants for 
honor and immortalization if they 
knew .his real-record. It is perhaps not 

altogether to he regretted therefore 
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that t ho imme of Onceolii, attached to 
the old Wttlenient east of the lake of 
the Hiiini* name, line been obseured hy 
the incrensiiig importance of Winter 
Dark, nild consequent t rniiHfor of the 
post-office, and suppression of the 
nnnil'. We nuiy, perhaps, retain the 
name Osceola with hoiiic sntisfnct ion, 
however, it we simply attach to it its 
proper signilicnt ion, “the rising Him, 
and disconnect it from the memory of 
the cut throat Indian to whom it did 
not really belong.

Orange Marmalade. 

'The following artiele, from t lie Halt i- 
more Sun, may be found of interest to 
our readers, and is slimiest ive of what 
might be accomplished in ease of a 
surplus (?) of oranges in this country: 

What can be done! o turn to account 
ofir vast surplus of oranges? In France 
t be popular confect ion is quince jelly; 
m f iermaiiy. snuer-kraut ; in England, 
raspberry jam and orange marmalade. 
This marmalade is made in Olnsgow. 
Scotland, lotto miles from where the 
oranges grow . We happened to be in 
Messina. Sicily, when b ship of the 
(ilasgdw factory was (in December) 
loading oranges. Only very green and 
unripe fruit was selected. We could 
not discern the least llavorof oranges, 
nor can the genuinellavorbegeiiernted 
a wav from the tree and sunshine. In 


Scotland chemistry supplies flavor, 
and the tasteless fruit is only used to 
I swear that it is orange marmalade.. 
It pays enormous profit, audit is poor 
Stuff, dependent on the name alone to 
make it saleable. Marmalade from 
ripe oranges, made in Florida and Cal¬ 
ifornia, with home-made sugar, would 
take the market at once if introduced, 
and the consumption would he quad¬ 
rupled. We are having experiment sill 
drying the peeled orange in an ordinary 
Hut t s fruit drier. We believe t lie whole 
llavoreould he delivered in (llasgow, 
to tin* very.great improvement of the 
marmalade. .When ripe, a tool deeor- 
denies the, orange readily, and the 
lobes of t lurpulp are easily separated 
without breaking the jackets. Through 
the Halt imore .Sun this suggestion may 
profit the orangeries of Florda and 
f ’alifornia.

W. Davis, at South Jacksonville, di¬ 
rectly across the St. Johns river, has 
this year borne fifteen or twenty pears 
fully equal in size to the IhichvHHv ] 
f/’d/igon/e/m*, and scarcely inferior to 
that line old variety in quality. This 
tree grows in poor, dry sandy soil; and 
though it had no'Special “painporilig” 
in the way of manure or cult me, it pre¬ 
sents a most thrifty and vigorous ap¬ 
pearance. and bids fair to yield afarge 
crop next year.

The Artocarpus, or bread fruit tree 
of the tropics, somewhat resembles a 
stout, roarse-limbed sumach tree, al¬ 
though tlie leaves are more rounded 
t lian sumaeh. 'Pile speeimen on Mr. 
A. I. Bid well's place, near this city, is 
about ten feet in height and is bloom¬ 
ing. \The flowers of the bread fruit are 
as remarkable looking as the tree 
itself, aitd they very much resemble a 
lot of little white worms half an inch 
in length, sticking about on the limbs. 
The fruit of t bis t rev, so rare in Florida, 
will lie watched with great interest.—

How to Preserve Citrons. 

M. M. I.., Miami, is recommended to 
try passing the fruit lightly over a 
common grater, so as to break the j 
cells containing the essential oil in t he 
rind of t lie cit ron. Then soak in brine 
ten days, afterwards in fresh water, 
changing every day until the salt is re¬ 
moved. Hoif tender in fresh water, j 
Drain and slight ly dry it ; preserve and 
dry again. 

Sly experience is that -till tin 1 citrus 
fruits are milch better when preserved 
if passed over ji grater first.— Mrs.

A Vegetable Diet. 

I <»gr«*«: with your Inst week's correa 
pondollt, tluit too much heavy or 
gross food in not wholesome in our 
climate, and think more attention 
should he paid to raising green vege¬ 
tables, as a small plot of ground will 
raise quite a variety if well fertilized; 
and of the last article a mixture of 
muck and barn-yard manure is the 
l>est. 

All green vegetables should he well 
washed.aitd dropped into salt water 
that.is already nearly boiling; add a 
tablespoonful of salt to every two <w 
their quarts of water. As this is the 
season for making garden, we hope 
more of the “tillers ot the soil’’ will re¬ 
member to put in a few things for 
home use, as they add so much to the 
resources of the good housewives of 
Florida; cabbage, turnips, beets, 
onions, carrots, celery, lettuce and 
squash and pumpkins can be raised in 
abundance, and beans 1 must not for¬ 
get, as I have never seen such nice ones, 
dr such a quantity produced from 
a small amount til seed as in t hiscoun- 
try. The large bush hutterbeuns can 
be planted and allowed to run over a 
trellis like grape vines, and will produce 
right along, winter and summer, until 
there comes frost enough to kill them. 
Tomatoes, too, we have had for two 
seasons right uloitg, when there hap¬ 
pened to be no frost to injure them. I 
think a little hard labor put in on the 
garden in good, solid home comfort, 
would, pay equal to orange-culture, 
both in the health and happiness of 
the household.—A'. M.. in Florida J>is 
pa trh.
